THE MINISTERIAL CRISIS. 

The telegrams from Washington yes- 
terday are of a startling character. 


The changes in the cabinet of the pres-: 
ident are as rapid as those which in 


times of great public agitation aro seen 


in France or in the quick-shifting kal- 
eidoscope of the Turkish government, 
Grant has been famous for the muta- 
bility of his cabinet and twenty or 
thirty years hence when one comes to 
inquire who was secretary of war un- 
der Ulysses, after counting Belknap, 
conspicuous in infamy,upon his thumb, 
he will take up the digits of both 
hands with which to enumerate the 
others. This last reconstruction of 
the corps of chief counsellors promises 
to be the most important of all that 
mark the administration. It commends 
itself peculiarly to the notice of’all 
honest men, and particularly to the 
people of the south, whose interests 
ure at stake in the change, unless all 
reports are lies. 

When Grant brought himself around 
some weeks ago to face the necessity 
for a little more “unloading,” he picked 
up Mr. Taft and lifted him from his 
Ohio law office into the war depart- 
ment to succeed the thieving Belknap. 
Investigation of his record proved Mr. 
Taft to be a very honest and able gen- 
tleman and the country felt a sensation 
of relief at this supposed evidence of 
the president’s good judgment and de- 
sire for reform. Poker Bob Schenck 
next got mixed up with one of the 
democratic investigating committees 
and had to retire from his position as 
miuister to England. Edwards Pierre- 
pont was transferred from the attorney- 
generalship to the court of St. James, 
and Taft moved his quarters from the 
war office to the bureau of jus- 
tice, being sueceeded by Don 
Cameron, “the son of his father.” 
By these changes the court of St. 
James was gainer, the bureau of justice 
held its own and the war-office went 
back to its old level of suspicion and 
corruption. Next Bristow, the only re- 
former of the administration, retired 
from the position of secretary of the 
treasury. His honesty and his success- 
ful prosecution of government thieves 
had brought upon him all the savage 
and insidious opposition of the admin- 
istration fromthe president do-vn to 
deputy marshals. Lot Morrill, a bloody 
shirter from Maine, succeeded him, and 
here began the present troubles. 

The reform“ ideas of the president 
were put in operation immediately 
that the honest men whom we had se- 
lected by mistake were gotten out of the 
way. Yaryan, Bristow’s chief aid in 
punnishing the revenue swindlers, 
was guillotined in the most summary 
and insulting manner. The next vic- 
tim was Pat Dyer, the bold and honest 
district attorney at St. Louis, who pros- 
ecuted Grant’s best friends into the 
penitentiary and county jail, and who 
fixed upon Babccck, the president’s 
private lackey, the badge’ of moral 
guilt with the approval of all honest 
men. This capable, honest and faith- 
ful oficer has been degraded from the 
‘office that he honored, These things 
are done for the purpose of shielding 
thieves and throwing a cloak upon the 
evil deeds of government plunderers. 
The country cannot fail to see that this 
is true. 


Jewell, too, the post-master general 


in whom the people have felt confi-

Men are needed 
who will force pestal employees, reve- 
nue servants and federal court officers 
into harness and who will use the 
money of the public treasury to aid the
